In January of this year, the 
Federal Tax Law was changed. An 
individual is no longer penalized 
for designating a charity as the 
beneficiary of a retirement plan 
and the amount of one’s mini- 
mum required distribution is not 
affected in any way whatsoever. If 
a charity is the named beneficiary, 
the only taxes are an income tax 
on the amount distributed to the 
owner each year. At death, now no 
additional taxes are levied, because 
the retirement assets are paid to 
charity. 


Taxes may not be completely 
eliminated, but for those with 
charitable inclinations, they can be 


reduced.
